Many stories have been told about 
certain individuals who have let them- 
selves be conquered — conquered by the 
overwhelming success and the riches 
that came upon them while attaining 
stardom’s heights.

And as if this wasn’t enough, Pat 
still managed to find enough time to 
be a straight A student and now is a 
graduate of New York’s Columbia Uni- 
versity as well as a devoted husband 
and father. 

Born’ in Jacksonville, Florida, on 
June 1, 1934, he confused everyone by 
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BABY LAURA GENE LOVES — 
HER "“STAR=DADDY", 


turning out to be a boy, despite the fact 
that his parents had ordered a girl and 
had even picked out a name for the 
new arrival — Patricia. 

But these things usually have a way 
of working out and he was gratefully 
accepted, with Patricia becoming Char- 
les Eugene Boone — and Pat for short. 
Pat’s dad was a Jacksonville building 
contractor and his mother had been a 
registered nurse. 

en the young heir was 18 months 
old, the family moved to Nashville 
Tennessee. Almost as soon as he had 
learned to talk, Pat began singing. It 
wasn’t long before he was pee, 
kiddie parties and _ neighborh 
shows. 

When he was ten, Pat’s fame had 
spread, and he was singing at local 
talent shows in the Nashville movie 
houses. His talent had now become his 
working hobby and Pat was an esta- 
blished singer by the time he reached 
high school age. 

_At seventeen he got his first regular 
singing job — as star and MC of a 
teenage talent show on Radio Station 
WSIX.

With this impor- 
tant advance in finances, Pat felt that 
he was in the position to propose mar- 
riage to his high school sweetheart 
Shirley Foley (daughter of singer Red 
-Foley). They were married in the Fall 
of 1953.

wt “CLANTON 


There’s a new fast drawing hard hit- 
ting Clanton Clan. However - these 
young Clantons are not drawing six- 
shooters but six-string guitars, and 
much attention is now being paid to 
their hits in the popular music world. 

First there was Jimmy and “Just A 
Dream”. Jimmy had long been tops 
with young fans in and around Baton 
Rouge, Louisiana — the Clanton’s home 
town — and when the opportunity came 
to record a song he had written him- 
self with Ace Records, Jimmy’s dream 
became a reality. One Spot, Billboard, 
Cash Box and other trade magazines 
listed “Just A Dream” as one of the 
top rhythm and blues tunes as well as 
tops on the popular hit parade. 

“Just A Dream” was destined for the 
million mark but Jimmy did not just 
sit around and wait for this new success 
to happen. Personal appearance tours 
in Boston and Philadelphia and a ten 
day show with Alan Freed in New 
York, followed. Receiving the royal 
sanction of Dick Clark, he was asked 
to appear on “American Bandstand” 
and featured on Dick’s Saturday night 
show. Then in October of 1958 thou- 
sands of home town people turned out 
in Baton Rouge, for a big “Jimmy 
Clanton Day” celebration and Jimmy 
was given a gold record for “Just A 
Dream”’. 

Jimmy’s mother, father and youn- 
gest brother Tommy, were in the midst 
of all activities. As flash bulbs popped 
and people cheered this certainly was 
one of the most exciting days of their 
lives-but there was one noticeably 
absent in all pictures and appearances 
and some even asked, “Where’s Gor- 
don? ”. 

This question came natural to home- 
town fans because of the fact that 
Jimmy and Gordon were so close, not 
only as brothers and pals but because 
from the beginning — back when they 
were playing for high school dances 
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with a band called “The Rockets”, they 
were always together. Then because 
Jimmy was a couple of years older and 
had finished high school, he was given 
the opportunity to make a demon- 
stration record of “Just A Dream,” 
and from that he was on his way to 
big time business in the music world. 
Soon came other hits as “Letter To An 
Angel” and the starring role in “Go 
Johnny Go” which premiered in Baton 
Rouge. The hometown folk again turned 
out in numbers to let this local lad - 
know how the people down in south 
Louisiana felt about his success. And 
this time Gordon was on hand for the 
celebrations, not only as “Little Bro- 
ther” but as somewhat a celebrity in 
his own right. : 


Gordon who is now known profes- 


- sionally as “Ike Clanton” was not just 


Jimmy’s brother anymore but had been 
doing big things on his own. For months 
he had been touring the United States 
and Canada with Duane Eddy’s band. 
Also Ike had done quite a stint in Phoe- 
nix with good reports. As Mrs. Clanton 
puts it, “Ike gets almost as much fan 
mail as Jimmy coming to ‘the house; 
the poor postman knows my boys have 
been around’. After Ike returned from 
tour he was immediately signed to a 
contract with Ace Records under the 
personal management of Cosimo V. 
Matassa. Mr. Matassa is also personal 
manager for Jimmy.” 

I went out to the Clanton home just 
a few days before Ike recorded “Show 
Me the Way”, for which Ace expects 
big things. However, it was. rather un- 
usual the way my visit came about. 
Jimmy-had promised me an interview 
as soon as he was back in town. I had 
not received his call and was shopping 
in downtown Baton Rouge one morning 
when one young miss rushed up to a 
group of teenagers and in a mood that 
I would call the “Most”, came forth 
with excited tones of, “Guess Whe I 
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Just Saw”. Naturally the others rang 
out in a chorus of “Who”. And as the 
informer half squealed and half sighed 
“Jimmy Clanton” they all fled toward 
the Brisiee. I smiled as I resolved to 
call Jimmy when I got home. 

Mrs. Clanton answered the phone 
and when I related the incident to her 
she laughed and said, “No, it was 
Gordon the girls saw, he just came 
home from tour and he was in town 
this morning’. We talked for a bit 
and I asked if Gordon was home and 
Mrs. Clanton said, “Sure I’ll get him”. 
We talked for quite a while on the 
phone and as he told me some of the 
interesting experiences of his tour I 
decided that this young man could 
stand some checking on too and asked 
if I might come over. We set the time 
and as I hung up I grabbed a pencil 
and started jotting down questions that 
I wanted to ask Gordon — or now I 
should say Ike. 

The afternoon I came, I found Mrs. 
Clanton in the yard admiring some of 
her lovely roses and she said, “Come 
on in, Gordon is waiting for you”. 
Before I entered the living room I 
heard the music. We exchanged “Hellos” 
and Gordon asked if I wanted the 
records stopped. I said, “No, let them 
play” and we got down to the question 
and answer session. 

First I would like to know why you 
have chosen the professional name of 
“Tke”? With a fetching smile he said, 
“Well, do you remember the western 
stories of the ‘Old Clanton Clan’ and 
their famed gunfight at the ‘O K 
Corral’?” I nodded as he continued, 
“one of the brothers was named ‘Ike’ 
and my last name being Clanton, the 
guys in the band kiddingly started 
ealling me ‘Ike’ and it just sort of 
stuck”. Mr. Clanton came in about that

opened to a “Story of Two Jimmys”

Clanton. He knew the part of a proud 
father as he said, “Hello” and handed 


_ me the book. It was a good story. 


Gordon and I talked more about the 
tour and about how he had just signed 
with Ace and the high hopes Mr. Mat- 
assa held for him. Then I remem- 
bered the conversation of the girls in 
town and I asked him about it. “Do 
you resent being mistaken for Jimmy 
sometime?” His face became very 
serious and he seemed hesitant as he 
said, “No, I don’t resent being mistaken 
for Jimmy, but sometimes it isn’t so 
good, With Jimmy on tour in Jersey the 
fans almost killed me thinking that I 
was Jimmy”. “And another thing, I 
meet some of the kids on the street 
and they say ‘Hi Jimmy’; if I do speak 
but don’t have time to stop and explain, 
there always seem to be some who 
know the difference and come out with, 
*That’s not Jimmy, he’s just trying to 
act like him; and if I just don’t speak 
some say, ‘Look at Jimmy now, he’s 
stuck-up’. But it’s sure nice when the 
kids around here say ‘Hi Gordon’ and 
the postman brings fan mail addressed 
to ‘Ike’ Clanton.” He thought a moment 
longer and added, ‘“‘No, I don’t resent 
this. mistake; it’s just that Jimmy’s 
break came first, which is natural that 
it should, with him being a couple of 
years older and everything.” I knew 
as Ike spoke that he meant every word, 
for he admires Jimmy very much.

her nurse’s training, but plans were 
interrupted when the Boones discovered 
they were going to be parents. 


Aware of the $1,000 scholarship Ted 
Mack offered. to the winner of his 
“Amateur Hour,” Pat entered a local 
contest. First prize was a tryout for the 
Mack show. He won; went to New 
York, auditioned for the show, won, 
appeared — and came out top man. He 


repeated his luck on the Arthur Godfrey” 


Talent Scout Show ‘and then returned 
to semi-obscurity as a student at North 
Texas State College. 


But his career was already taking 
shape. Randy Wood, the enterprising 
entrepreneur of Dot Records in Gal- 
latin, Tennessee, had heard Pat and 
already made plans to record him — a 
pertinent fact that somehow or other 
had never managed to reach young 
Boone. 


Early in 1955 Randy Wood contacted 
Pat and invited him to record “Two 
Hearts” on the Dot label. Pat was over- 
joyed at the opportunity and more 
than delighted to record what he 
thought was a ballad — which turned 
out, instead, to be a typical “Rock and 
Roll” song. No one was more stunned 
than Pat to watch the record climb to 
the nation’s top tén. 


The Pat Boone rocket had been laun- 
ched now and in quick time his name 
flashed around the country, as he fol- 
lowed with such hit records as “Two 
Hearts,” “Ain’t That A Shame,” “At 
My Front Door,” “Gee Whittakers,” 
and a_ two-sided sensation, “Tutti 
Frutti” and \“I’ll Be Home.” Other 
recordings by Pat — all top sellers — 
were “Long Tall Sally,” “Just As Long 
As I’m With You,” “I’m In Love With

It’s “OCTOBER” 1960 and we’re not 
making a mistake about that, for 1960 
is going to be a great year for the 
nation’s newest star, Johnny October. 

October came a bit early at Capitol 
Records this year when handsome, shy, 
quiet and unassumming 19 - year - old 
Johnny October was introduced. 

A sure-fire bet for chart-making 
stardom is predicted for the black- 
haired, brown-eyed singer who was 
discovered by the team of Bob Marcucci 
and Pete DeAngelis. It was Mr. Mar- 
eucci and Mr. DeAngelis, you’ll recall, 
who introduced Frankie Avalon and 
Fabian to the record world. 

Prior to breaking out on his own, 
October chanted as the lead singer 
with The Four Dates for a year. Wher- 
ever the group appeared, Johnny Octo- 
ber stole the show. Now he’s stealing 
the show again with his first Capitol 
recording. 

As early as Spring, 1958, Johnny’s 
present manager, Dick Lawrence, saw 
this “star” potential in the young sin- 
ger. But Johnny couldn’t be convinced 
to leave The Four Dates.

And 
for Johnny October what happened was 
an exclusive personal management and 
recording contract with Dick Lawrence 
and an independent label. With nothing 
more than a handshake between them, 
Johnny October was launched on a 
brand new singing career. Then came the 
real work, including personal appear- 
ances and record hops in every city he 
could cover in three weeks of plane-hop- 
ping. Fan clubs sprang up everywhere he 
appeared. In Pittsburgh and Buffalo 
audiences went wild! In Baltimore, 
Washington, Richmond and Detroit — 
every-where — girls screamed. 

Johnny comes from _ Philadelphia, 
where he lives with his dad and mother 
and one younger sister, Eileen. Johnny’s 
favorite singers are Frank Sinatra and 
Johnny Mathis. He loves rhythm and 
blues music. His favorite colors: red 
and blue, which he wears almost ex- 
clusively. His favorite sport: boxing. 
He did some amateur fighting while he 
was in high. school. 


He’s about 5’ 7” tall, weighs 137 
pounds, has pure black hair and big 
brown eyes. He turned 19 on June 12 
of this year. 

Johnny is active in Catholic youth 
work and is a regular at his church.

I’m always hearing guys complain 
about life on the road. Maybe I’m fun- 
ny, but I kind of like it. I remember 
when Tommy and Jimmy Dorsey were 
alive, Tommy used to say: “Lee, we 
must be gypsies. Here we are, three 
married guys, and we’re always on 
tour.” Tommy had a point there. 


_ I don’t mean that being on tour is 
all fun. In many ways, the life is as 
rough as everyone says, particularly 
for men with families. All the meals 
you miss ... the sleep problem... Oft- 
en you leave a dance, pile on the bus, 
ride all night and maybe all day too, 
and then you go right into some ball- 
room and play a job. You can get pretty 
tired that way.

But you get used to it, all of it. Me, 
I’ve got it all worked out. I get down 
on the back seat of the bus with my 
little portable typewriter and I can take 
care of some of the band’s business. 
Or I go over some of the arrangements 
when we’re not going around a curve, 
that is. Sometimes I sleep. I’ve got a 
mattress back there and I stretch out 
on the back seat and I sleep pretty well, 
until the bus goes over a bump.

And there's 
something in their faces that I can't 
explain. It’s as if... Well, you know, 
sometimes a kid will come in and you 
can see he’s got a big problem on his 


shoulders. And then we’ll play a couple - 
of flag-wavers as openers, and you'll
